GENERAL ARRANGEMENTS. 


Tne twenty-second New England Fair, in connection with the Mastern Maine State 
Fair, will be held in the city of Bangor, Maine, commencing - Monday, at noon, August 
3lst and continuing Tuesday, Wednesday, Thursday and Friday, September Ist, 2d, 3d 
and 4th, at Maplewood Park, and in Norombega and City Hails. 

At the Park extensive water works have been added, and an abundance of water 
supplied to ali parts of the grounds. Substantial covered stalls and pens will be provi- 
ded tor fifteen hundred animals. ‘ ’ 

Lhe hotel accommodations in Bangor cannot be excelled in Maine, and _ boarding 
houses are in almost every block. The managers of the Boston & Bangor Steamship 
Company will arrange to lodge and furnish meals for some five or six hundred people on 
board of their palace steamers. There is ample accommodation for teams, both at the 
grounds and up town. ‘Then there is no long distance to traverse between the city 8 brick 
pave and tue Jair grounds, as in most places, for Maplewood is barely ten minutes’ easy 
walk from the Bangor House, and approached by a good street. The grounds are of easy 
access and but a few rods from the railroad station. e ; ; ' 

A loviier spot could not have been selected for the Fair than this park. It is laid 
out on the crest of a hill, whose green sides gently slope away to Main street on one band, 
and to the suburban groves on the other, thus giving the best of drainage. The views of 
Maine’s Queen City trom Maplewood is charming and complete—firat white cottages in 
the outskirts, next the elegant city houses, then the brick walis and slated roofs of the 
business quarter, and over all the many slender spires pointing skyward, while the streets 
are defined by regular rows of stately elms. Away off to the north may be seen the peak 
of the grand Katandin, ana to the east the hills of Hancock, hazy and blue. - 

The buildings at the park are conveniently arranged, and with the halls will affor 
plenty of room tor mechanic, farmer and stock raiser to exhibit their productions, and 
aiso tor the display of home made texte fabrics, art needlework, etc. Everybody should 
come with the best they can furnish for the general exhibit. Bangor is easy to reach from 
any quarter: half a dozen railways thread the country north and south, east and —_ 
while steamers ply up and down tne river and bay, affording communication with the 
whole coast. Low rates of fare will be offered from ali points to the Fair, and ny ex- 
pense of attending will be quite moderate. : Ihe macagement extendam: cordial invi- 
tation to all to come to the New England Fair tor 1859. 


TRANSPORTATION. 


The following arrangements have been made with General Manager Payson Tucker of the 
Maine Central Railroad, with Arthur Brown, Supermtendent of the Bangor & “wy 
Kauroad, and with General Manager KE, K, Burpee, of the New Brunswick Koilway, for the 
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GENERAL REGULATIONS. 


Premiums and purses in all competitive departments of this Fair are open to all ex- 
hibitors in the New England States and the Maritime Provinces. 

An office will be established at the Fair Grounds to provide suitable places for those 
who desire accommodations during the week of the Fair, where inquiries may be made. 

The grounds will be open for admission to the public from 8 A. M. to 6 P. M., each 
day of the Fair. 

The Park has been enlarged and parties desiring to camp will be allowed to pitch 
their tents within the enclosure, and those preferring to camp outside of the Park can 
pitch their tents on iand belonging to the Association, and adjoining the Park, free of 


charge. 

Descriptive labels, in accordance with the entries, will be furnished to Exhibitors, who 
are required to attach the same to the article exhibited, and allow it to remain so attached 
during the exhibition. 

Exhibitors will have the right to sell their exhibits during the Fair, but not to de- 
liver the same until the close of the exhibition without the consent of the Board of 
Managers. 

Entries of live stock must be made with the Secretary on or before Wednesday, 
August 21 ; on other articles, entries close Tuesday forenoon, September 1st, if notice of 
intention to make entries is given by correspondence, prior to Wednesday, August 21, 
naming articles for eakibition, space required, etc. Blanks for making entries promptly 
furnished. 

The Marshals and Superiotendents of the various departments will meet at the 
President’s headquarters, at 8 30 o’clock, on the morning of each day, to perfect arrange- 
ments for the day. 

The various local officers of the Fair will wear badges when upon duty. 

Premium list, posters, or any information in regard to the Fair, may be had by 
applying to the Secretary of the New England Fair, Sangor, Maine. 
jan of Fair Grounds now ready. Persons wanting lots for tents or booths, can 
secure them at the New England Fair office, Bangor, Maine, 

Gambling, pool-selling, games of chance, and ardent spirits strictly prohibited. 


SUPERINTENDENTS. 


1. During the exhibition the General Superintendent of the Fair will have full charge 
and control of the grounds and exhibits. His office will be with that of the Treasurer, at 
the,Main street entrance to the Park, where any complaint of irregularities, neglect or 
violation of the rules and regulations of the Society can be made, and should he be absent 
attending to any duty, a book will be found in which complaints may be registered tor 
his attention. 

2. The Superintendents of Departments will see that the divisions in their respective 
departments are in proper order for the reception of exhibits, and for the convenience of 
exhibitors and visitors. 

3. The Superintendent of the grounds will take every precaution for the safe-xeeping 
of animals or articles on exhibition, after arrival and arrangement upon the grounds; but 
the societies will not be responsible for damage that may ocour to animals or articles on 
exhibition. Exhibitors Musr give personal attention to their animals and articles, and at 
the close of the Fair attend to their removal. 

4, Exhibitors must see to the delivery of their contributions at the Fair Grounds; 
the societies cannot in any case make provision for their transportation, or be subjected 
to any expenss therefor, either in the delivery at, or return from, the exhibition ; but all 
the expenses connected therewith must be provided for by the exhibitors. 

5. The Fair will be on so extensive a scale that it will be of the greatest importance 
to exhibitors that they give early notice to the Secretaries, by correspondence, of inten- 


They are expressly re- 
quired not to give encouragmentjto overfec animals in the breeding classes. 

17. If the Judges are not sa isfied as to the regularity of the entries in their respec- 
tive classes, they will apply to the Secretary for information, and should there be any 
doubt, after examination, or if the animal or article is of such character as not to be en- 
titled tp exhibition, in competition, they will report the facts to the Secretary, for the 
consideration of the Board of Trustees and Executive Committee, that such course may 
be adopted as the case may require. 

18, When there is no competition, or but one competitor in a class, the Judges may 
award the first pre nium, if meritorious, and thirty-three per cent: if the premium will be 
retained by the Society. The Judges will mention in awarding the premiums that there 
is no competition. 

19. Medals awaided or gratuities recommended by the Judges on miscellancous arti- 
cles, or divisions where thera is no competition, must receive the approval of the Execu 
tive Officers. 

20. No person who is an exhibitor can act as Judge on the class in which he exhibits 
And during the examination by the Judges it any person interferes with them, by letter 
oo otherwise, he will be excluded from the competition. But exhibitors, when requested, 
are expected to make verbal or written statements concerning their contributions. 

21. As one great object of the Society is to collect valuab’e information upon the 
subject-matter of the exhibition, the several committees are requested to gather all the 
information possible from the ex.ibitors in their classes, and to make their reports as full 
as time and circumstances will permit 

22. Committees will make no awards for animals or articles unless meritorious. An 
anima! or articie entered for exhibition in one division cannot compete for more than one 
premium in that division, but is not prohibited from competing for herd premium or 
sweepstakes, and working oxen and steers are allowed to compete in town teams and 
pulling oxen. When there is but one competitor in a class, the Judges may recommmend 
such premium as may be deemed by them just and equitable to the exhibitor and to the 
Society. Such recommendation must receive the approval of the Executive Officers be- 
tore such premium is paid. 

23. The reports of the Judges must be handed in to the Secretary's office at the Fair 
Grounds, before 9 o’clock Thursday morning, September 3, 

24 When the Judges have made their decisions, they will personally see thai the 
premium cards are attached to the pens of sheep, swine, and other articles, and premium 
ribbons to cattle and horses. First premium, a blue ribbon; second premium, a red rib- 
bon ; third premium, a white ribbon. Premium r bbons or cards not awarded must be re- 
turned with the book of entry to which they belong. 

25. At 2 o’clock P. M.on ‘Tuesday, September 1, the books will be delivered to the 
Judges at the Secretary's office. 

26. Toe exhibition of stock in the cattle rings and on the track will take place pre« 
cisely at the time specified ; and animals not prepared at the proper time and place, may 
at the discretion of the Judges, be ruled out of competition. 

27. Stock, etc., will be marked with cards furnished by the Seeretary, designating 
the division and number of entry ; and during the exhibition they must be placed entirely 
under the management of the officers of the societies. 

28. Authentic pedigrees of blood stock of all kinds will be required, which must be 
filed with the Secretaries at the time of entry. No animal will be allowed a premium un- 
less sound. 

29. Male and female animals used for breeding, entered for competition and taking 
premiums, must be owned in New England or Maratime Provinces. 

20. No animal shall be excluded from competition for the first premium in any clase 
by reason of havirg taken the same premium at previous fairs. 
31. The scale of points, as heretofore published, is adopted for the government of the 
committees. 

32. Entries will be made in strict compliance with the 
awards made in accordance. 
and articles entered properly. 
33. The decision of the Awarding Committee will be final, except 
mistake or fraud. 

34, Appeals to the Board from the decision of the Awarding Committee must be in 


writing, and must state clearly the reasons for, and facts by which it is proposed to 
establish the appeal.
